What the suspense designates 
is veiled in mystery.. That no 
very critical point has yet been 
reached is the only inference 
We can draw. Germany ap- 
pears to have made a serious 
invasion into Belgium and one 
thing certain she will continue 
to push forward her march. It 
is part of military tactics that 
n move once made must be 
sustained to the last. It is only 
thus that armies can work with 
proper co-operation. Yetfrom 
all this, no great success can be 
attributed the German attack, 
Her plans have already. been 
thwarted at Lieye, and Belgium 
has played well its part in 
determining the final issue. 
It has not been understood for 
years buck that Belgium should 
prolong resistance in an event 
like this; her council of defence 
decided in 1887 that she should 
only hold Antwerp until the 
arrival of French troops, and 
now that part of Belgium's 
forces have retreated we prob- 
ably see nothing other than an 
outlined course of military 
manceuvres,

Philosophy. He was _ interested\ in 
}every one of these sciences taken 
separately, but he also realized the 
close coanection of all the sciences 
to one another. He tells us, in his 
Opus Tertium that all the sciences 
are conuected, and foster one anotier 
with mutual aid.” 

Roger Bacon was profoundly con- 
vinced of the influence of the stars 
on the life of man. He even held, 
with Albumazar, that the origins of 
all religions, aud of their several 
sects, depende? upon the conjunctions 
of the plane:s: and it has been sur- 
mised tuat this was one of the ‘no- 
velties” of opinion for which he was 
condemned by the authorities of the 
Franciscan Order. 

But such could only have been part 
of the pretext for the severe sentence 
passed upon nim. The crime of 
which, in the eyes of his superiors, 
he was really guilty was an unflinch- 
ding devotion to the cause of liberty, 
progress and reform. He was pun- 
ished by persons in authority for the 
unpardonable offence oi holding opin-

Unscrupulous manufacturers of baking powder, in order to sell 
their product, sometimes resort to the old game of what is known as 
In reality it is no test at all, but, in cases where the 
prospective buyer does not understand that the so-called “‘test’’ is 
a fake, pure and simple, the salesman is sometimes able to make him 
believe it shows conclusively that the so-called baking powder he is 
selling, and which of course contains egg albumen, is superior to other 
brands which do not contain this ingredient. 


Bulletin No, 21, issued by Dairy and Food Bureau of the State of 


“The sale in the State of Utah of baking powders containing 
minute quantities of dried egg (albumen) is declared illegal. The 
albumen in these baking powders does not actually increase the 
leavening power of the powder, but by a series of unfair and deceptive 
tests such powders are made to appear to the innocent consumer to 
possess three or four times their actual leavening power." 


Barber an Important Official in Egypt 

Some interesting facts regarding 
barbers are contained in Lord Kit 
chener’s repoxt on the condition of 
Egypt and the Sudan during the .ast 
year. 

“The ord:nary village barber im 
Egypt,” says the report, “bears a cer 
tain resembiance in so far as his 
profession g2ez to the barber-surg-on 
of ancient tims in England. He is 
authorized by law after having passed 
an examination, to perform the oper. 
ation of vaccination, application of 
leeches, cupp.g and simple dressings, 
and is torbidde: by the same law to 
order or prescirbe medicine, 

“Every barber must attend a 
course of lectures of three weeks’ 
duration at the Mudiria government 
hospital and pass an examination for 
certificate In each village one of 
these barbers is appointed by the 
public Lealth department as its -e 
presentative. 

“Barbers so appointed are called 
sanitary barbers, and among their 
special duties are the following: Vac- 
cination. examination of deaths, 18- 
sue of pernits of bural, render ie 
ports of deaths involving suspicion of 
infectious disease. 

“If the sacitary barber is unable 
to read or write, the work of regis 
tration is dune by the village ax cok 
lector.”

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WIRELESS SIGNALS 
SENT FROM TRAINS 


DETAILED EXPERIMENTS ON THE 
LACKAWANNA RAILROAD HAVE 
PROVEN SUCCESSFUL 


Wireless Servic: For Operating Traine 
is Now no Longer an Experiment— 
Communicating With Moving Train 
Will Prevent Wrecks. 


Since the first Wireless telegraph 
message from a moving train to a fix 
[ed station was flashed from the fast 
Lackawanna Linii.ed to Scranton, Pa, 
the improvement of the wireless ser- 
vice between trains and stations for 
commercial an« operating purposes 
28 been steadily going on L. B. 
Foley, the Lackawatne’s superintend- 
ert of telegravh, who originated the 
idea of the train wirt less system and 
has been in charge of the tests, is 
making Satisfactory experiments in 
fields hardly though: of when the new, 
use of wireless was first conceived 

The latest accomplishment is tne 
setting of signals by Wireless from a 
moving train or from a fixed wireiess 
station. Foley Says that there is no 
longer any doubt that the wireless 
can be depended on for this signal 
/Service. if a» operator at a staticn, 
he says, wants to set a signel for a 
moving train not jn communication 
with him he can cause the semaphore 
blade of the signa! post to rise or fall 
at he wishes by simply sounding the 
proper dots uné dashes on his key. 

“Signals cay. be sent by wireless,” 
said Foley, “as easily and as surely ap 
sent by electricity con 
ducted by wires. We have a selective 
device by which an operator can get 
a signal at any point if he has occasion 
to flag a train. 

“This means: that if any mistakes 
are made in the orders issued to en- 
gineers and conductors, at stations or 
in the case of an emergency in which 
@ train must pce stopped to avert an 
accident the station operator cau sig- 
nal the train as certainly as if he.nad 
{direct wire zommunication with some 
Cne On board. > 

“Another valuable use to which the 
wireless controlled signals can ba 
put,” said Foley, “is the handling of 
freight traing on long runs. At prea 
ent a through freight must make man 
stops between its starting point and 
destination, sy that orders and in- 
‘ Structions concerniug right of way 
|c@n be delivered to the conductora, 
but these frequent stops are a Source 
of expense and delay which will be 
abolished by the Wireless telegraph. 

“Keeping trains in motion for long 
| distances without stops will result in 
great economy of operation” said 
Foley. “Rail-oad operating offivialg 
know how expensive it is to start and 
| stop heavy freight trains, the addi

The crest is formed by the ac- 
tion of the wird ou the mass of the 
wave when tha wave ceases tc muve 
forward. The movement of the wave 
is quite apart rom the movement of 
the whole mass of water, as we may 
see on the surface of a river when tne 
wind is blowing against the direction 
of the stream.

The Highest Tunnel 

Ever since the aiscovery of South 
America the great Andean chain of 
mmountains, wh'th runs from end to 
end of the continent, has formed a 
formidable barrier to intercourse be- 
tween the nations inhabiting it. In- 
deed, it has actually been simpler for 
people living in tho Argentine to 
make long sea voyeges in order to 
reach their ne'ghbors in Chile rather 
than attempt to cross the natural 
frontier dividing them. But the proud 
Andes have now been subdued by ‘che 
burrowing thrcugh of a tunnel, the 
loftiest (of any considerable length) 
in the world. This is to be found on 
the Transandine Railway, which runs 
from Buenos Ayres on the Atlahtic to 
Valparaiso on the Pacific, a distance 
of 8888 miles. In ascending the Andes 
the track follows more or less closely 
the old Andean trail till it reaches 
the foot of the Cumbre Pass. Here, 
at an altitude of 10,500 feet above the 
sea level, ‘he summit of the mighty 
range of mountains is pierced by a 
tunnel just over two miles in length. 

It Was at once a difficult and ardu- 
cus feat, necossitating the toil of an 
army of brave men for several yeurs 
in a regior. of eternal snow and frizht- 
ful blizzar’s. Indeed, this tunnel in 
the Andeg lies 1,500 feet higher than 
the highest carriage road in Europe 
—that over the Stlevio Pass—and 
more than 3,500 feet higher than the 
Mount Cenis, St. Guthard and Simplon 
Passes. With the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal the commercial importance 
of this tunnel Gan hardly be exag- 
gerated. ‘ 


Nova Scotia’e Untilled Acres 

Food for thougkt is contained in the 
figures given by the census and statis- 
tics branch of the department of 
trade and commerce. According +o 
this authority, in Nova Scotia, even 
with three hundred years’ settlement, 
out of an available area for cuitiva- 
tion of 8,000,000 acres, not a 
million are actua‘ly under cultivation. 
Leading merchants in the Maritiine 
Provinces feel that with the possibili- 
ties possessed by such a widespread 
territory, the yreat problems to be 
met are those of adequate transporta- 
tion and markets. It is pointed out, 
says a Halifax message, that the 
United States, with its already enor- 
mous and vapidly increasing popula- 
tion, must ultimutely become _ the 
jargest purchaser of Canadian pro- 
ducts. The tact is not lost sight of, 
however, of the opportunities offered 
by the now fast developing South 
American Republics, which are uso 
bound to become patrons of Canadian 
food products. 


Punishment in Effigy

The mahouts then force 
the pupil elephaat tv approach as 
near the post as safety allows, and to 
remain for some time within a few 
steps of the tiger. 

Each day they lengthen the tiger’s 
chain, and the prisoner, which is kept 
half starved that he may be the m1re 
ferocious, charges fiercely at the ele 
pLant as it cumes near. Those ele- 
pkants which stand their grovni 
without flinching are considered 
qualified for the hunt in the jungle, 
but those that ‘ave revealed the 
least timidity are degraded from the 
rauk of hunter—the aristocracy of 
their kind—ani are turned over to 
ignominious labor. 

According to u zoologist of the Cal- 
cutta Museum, among every thousand 
elephants that undergo this training, 
orly about fifty will not bolt when 
brought face tc fece with the chained 
tiger; but nearly half of those that 
siand their ground bravely at first, 
retreat befure a more ferocious as- 
sault.

On the Afteenth of each month the 
C.P.R. will pay in wages cver the 
whole system $6,000,000. This is ,ae 
monthly record in round numbers, 126,- 
000 cheques being drawn every month 
Ik seems only tLe day before yester 
day when 59,000 cheques were deem- 
ed to represent a tremendous month- 
iy wage list. The number of employces 
grows all the time, in spite of careful 
eppointment and economic working. 
These monthly cheques find their way 
into the most distant, the oddest 
places. They are hurried, in enclosurcs 
tu the dstant parts of British Colum- 
bia. They find treir way to the con- 
struction camps, removed from civill- 
zation. They reach the employees at 
the way-side station, showing a single 
tuft of grass amid the general aridity. 
And, howeve, :onely or small or cis- 
couraging the locality or district, there 
Will be somcone there to cash the 
cheque for the employee. There may 
be a bank in 4s tent, which s very 
frequently the fact.
